THE SCHOOL CLINICS 


ATTENTION PARENTS 


The greater part of infection with 
tuberculosis takes place in childhood, 
especially when there is exposure to 
this disease in the home. 

The childhood-type of tuberculosis 
seldom produces symptoms of disease. 
It is often found in children who seem 
to be in perfect health. The infec- 
tion at this stage can be found only 
by the tuberculin test and the x-ray. 

Prevention of further exposure to 
tuberculosis and special care for chil- 
dren with the childhood-type infec- 
tions will usually prevent the devel- 
opment of lung tuberculosis in later 
life. 

The work of the School Clinics is 
to find children who are infected and 
to give advice when necessary. The 
following procedure is used: 

A test is made by rubbing a drop 
of tuberculin on the skin of the fore- 
arm. A red elevation on the skin at 
the spot tested means a positive test. 
Avproximately 30 out of every 100 
chi'dren show a positive test. 

All “positives” are then x-rayed to 
determine the extent of infection in 
the chest. About 6 children out of 
the 30 who are x-rayed will show 
signs of gland infection or other con- 
dition requiring physical examina- 
tion. 

This physical examination is given 
later and reports are sent to the 
parents and to the family physicians, 
If necessary, a clinic physician will 
discuss the findings personally with 
your family doctor. 

You will be notified if a physical 
examination is to be given to your 
ehild and we should like to have you 
come to the clinic at this time to 
talk over the physical condition of 
the child with the Clinic doctor. 

When advisable, a yearly examina- 
tion and x-ray will also be made to 
follow the progress of the child. 

This service is without expense to 
you. 

Please sign the request blank as 
no child will be tested without a 
written request by the parent or 
guardian. 

If you do not want your child to 
have this examination, please write 
this clearly on the request blank, 
sign your name, and return the blank 
to the school. Your signature will 
indicate that you have read this in- 
formation.

Lieutenant-Colonel John D. McCrae was a physican in the city 
of Montreal, Canada, when he answered the call to serve his coun- 
try in the great war. The devestation of Belgium, with every field 
a burying ground, so deeply moved him that in April, 1915, during 
the Second Battle of Ypres, he wrote his poem. He is speaking for 
the Belgian dead. On January 28, 1918, he died in Flanders. 

In Flanders fields the poppies blow 

Between the crosses, row on row, 
That mark our place, and in the sky, 
The larks, stil bravely singing, fly, 

Searce heard amid the guns below. 

We are the dead; short days ago 

We lived, felt dawn, saw sunset glow, 
Loved and were loved, and now we lie 
In Flanders fields.

The king of Norway visited 
the camp at which Mr. Bockmann 
was staying, shook hands with all 
the leaders, and when he came to 
Mr. Bockmann talked with him first 
in English then in Norwegian, one 
of the Norwegians having told the 
King that Norway was Mr. Bock- 
man’s native land.

1919 he discovered he had the rare 
gift of oratory. He appealed to the 
people to make him their leader and 
he would relieve them from econ- 
omic distress and rehabilitate nation- 
alism. So he has to a certain extent 
though he is hampered by the Vers- 
allies Treaty. 

Salazar-Strong man of Portugal 

Dr. Antonia de Oliveira Salazar is 
a strong willed man and a skilled 
mathematician. He gave up his class 
room in the University at Coimbra 
where he tought economics, to read- 
just national finances. In 1932 he 
became Premier and assumed all 
dictatorial powers turning the 
country into a  coporative state, 
His open preference for the Span- 
ish rebel cause has brought him in- 
to diplomatic lights for the first 
time since he took charge. 

Mussolini-Man of Men in Italy 

Benito Amileare Andrea Mussoli 
ni is the greatest figure in Italian 
public life since the days of Impe- 
rial Rome. He is head of the Fas- 
cist State and absolute dictator 
of Italy. Through his efforts the 
people have been moved to conse- 
erate their ‘lives to the sacred cau- 
se of the state. 

Mussolini once said“An attempt 
on life is an accident which happens 
to Kings’. We wonder if dictato- 


rs are privileged characters? We 
notice that Dictator Dolfus of 
Austria didn’t last exceptionally 
long. 


The grand old U.S.S. Constellat- 
ion doesn’t receive the credit due 
her. Attention has been called to 
the fact that the Constellation is 
the oldest U.S. man-of-war now 
im existence. This is an reminder 
that there were three frigates in 
the group of Yankee ships that 
were to revolutionize naval warfa- 
re: the Constitution; the Constellat- 
ion, which is now preserved at New 
port ; and the frigate United States 
which was the least fortunate of the 
three. 


October twenty-first the Constitu- 
tion was 189 years old. The same 
date in Britain is Trafalger Day.On 
this day Nelson fell dying on the 
deck of the ship Victory. It is the 
131st anniversary of the Battle. 
Britain has presented the Victory 
with the same care that we have 
bestowed on our “Old _ Ironsides”’ 
The Victory has been moored in Por- 


tsmouth, England harbor. 

The fact is not generally remem- 
bered that a part of the American 
army in Europe served under direct 
command of King Albert of Belgium. 
Two divisions were drawn from the 
Argonne battle line and sent hurr- 
iedly to drive back the invaders 
from the Belgian coast.

World War including expense of 
maintaining the armies, supplying 
ammunition and weapons, damages 
to property, industries destroyed and 
so forth was more than 186 billions 
of dollars. This estimate was given 
by the League of Nations. 

The population of India is about 
3850 million. About 306,500 are of 
European origin. Still white men 
rule this country despite the odds. 


Those who witnessed it will never 
forget the astounding but premature 
original Armistice Day cele- 
Every 
city and town in the United States 
broke forth in a delirium of joy. 
While the nation indulged in a dem- 
onstration of universal gladness, the 
troops were advancing along the en- 
tire front. They learned the follow- 
ing day that they had been the wic- 
tims of what the New York Globe 
ealled “The most cruel hoax in jour- 
nalistic history.’ Though seldom 
told, the inside story has a proper 
place in history. 

Even to this day France is still 
cleaning up her battlefields. Many 
times French farmers are exceeding- 
ly careful when they plow under 
their fields for fear of hitting “duds” 
or unexploded shells from the World 
War. In the last ‘six years, the ex- 
perts have destroyed 167,000 tons of 


duds but have brought in 15,000,000 | 


tons and still have left undestroyed 
350,000 tons. To gather that deadliest 


junk pile on earth 5,000 men have | 


risked death driving 350,000 miles. 

In this country war souvenirs 
brought back by the veterans are 
still exploding despite police warning. 
Only recently a man was killed by 
an old shell while plowing a Civil 
War battlefield in Georgia. In a ho- 
tel cellar in Paris, for the sixty-five 
years since the Franco - Prussian 
War, they had used a dud to crush 
coal. Someone tried to mend its crude 
handle with a red ‘hot poker. They 
had to rebuild the hotel. 

They have in France, what they 
call a “red zone”. In this zone 5,000 
picked men are still removing the 
grim reminders of that great war. 
Over there it is a paying industy. 
The jead, iron and steel is sold for 
commercial purposes. The powder is 
bought by the government. 

Physical reminders as well as these 
bring us to the realization that even 
today people can be killed jon the 
same battlefield in which shot and 
shell rained eighteen years ago. All 
you have to do is accidently hit one 
of these duds while plowing or in 
some other manner, and and you may 
be blown to pieces.

I wonder, at the present time, how | 
many of us stop to think of the ori- 
gin of Thanksgiving. Many celebrate 
it just because it is traditional, and 
others celebrate it because they have 
boundless gratitude to express for all 
the good they have received during 
the past year. 

How long has jt been celebrated 
on the last Thursday in November? 
Thanksgiving day originated in New 
England in 1621, after the first har- 
vest at the Plymouth settement. 
Later it was celebrated in some states 
only occasionally, and in _ others | 
annually, but not at any particular | 
time. Not until 1863, was Thanks- 
giving Day observed nationally. In 
that year, President Abraham Lin- 
coln issued a proclamation to that | 
effect. His example has always | 
been followed by succeeding presi- 
dents. The last Thursday of Nov- 
ember was chosen as Thanksgiving 
Day and maintained as a holiday | 
throughout the United States.

Twenty acres of Indian corn 
had been sown , and six acres of 
barley and peas. 

Imagine the joy of the colonists 
when they gathered in a bountiful 
harvest! Governor Bradford order- 
ed a three days’ celebration. 

This Thanksgiving Day was surely 
one of unusual interest. and industry 
for the householders when peace 
with the Indians and assured pros- 
perity seemed to follow the ample 
harvests.

For four thousand years Spain has 
bled in almost constant war. Settled 
and thinly civilized by Phoenician 
and Greek traders in the eleventh 
century, B. 'C. and conquered by the 
Celts in the sixth century B. C. 
Spain’s war wounds have never been 
allowed to heal since. Blood, blood 
and more blood has been Spain’s 
history. The Carthaginians drove the 
Celts out, the Romans drove out the 
Carthaginians, the Vandals butchered 
the Romans, and the Moors chased 
out the Vandals. In each and every 
conquest Spaniards died. 


For nearly 900 years Madrid has 
known wars, riots, murders, coups 
d’etat, political strife, bullfights and 
executions. It has also known royal 
splendor, the glories of the world’s 
greatest empire; it has been one of 
the great capitals of the world and 
one of the richest. During that 900 
years it has been built and rebuilt 
over and over again; grown and 
dwindled in population. It holds one 
of the finest art collections in the 
world in the Prado, and a unique 
arms collection begun by Charles V 
which gives the student full specimens 
of the arms from the 14th century 
on. 


At the beginning of her war with 
the United States, Spain had a 
magnificent navy but we hear practi- 
cally nothing about it at the present 
time while civil war is raging in that 
country.

FACTS AND COMMENTS 


By Joseph X. Cochrane 





Another great New England in- 
dustry, textile manufacturing, is suf- 
fering from competition of Japanese 
goods. The Rhode Island Textile 
Association is now demanding im- 
mediate and effective quota limits 
upon certain Japanese textiles. Im- 
ports of Japanese knit hosiery have 
risen from 1900 pairs in 1929 to 
7,387,000 pairs in 19385. Imports on 
Japanese cotton hosiery; Jan. to June 
1984 .... 205,925 doz. pairs; Jan. to 
June 1936 . 2 5 893,000 doz, pairs: 
From all foreign sources the impor- 
tation of cotton hosiery amounted to 
206,946 doz. pairs, of which 198,000 
doz. pairs came from Japan. Cotton 
handkerchiefs went up to 30 million 
since 1983, a rise of 4374 per cent. 
At the old Marshfield Fair cheap 
Japanese imitations of American gifts 
and novelties were distributed instead 
of local products. Since when was 
Japan a locality of Mass.? 


The intelligence of a person is an 
inherited factor which develops into 
maturity just as the body does. Going 
to school does not change the amount 
of intelligence a person has; it 
merely applies intelligence that is 
already there to specific sets of ideas. 
Just as an athlete learns to use his 
muscles so does one learn to use his 
intelligence. He never increases the 


number of his muscles or the amount | 


of his intelligence. They are set. 


We have a new dollar and this new 
dollar is called the Tax Dollar, Of 
this tax dollar, more than 20 cents 
is chipped out to pay for the cost of 
government. This means that if 
you earn $30 a week, more than $6 of 
that sum is taken out for taxes. 


Londoners have a great affection 
for postoffice penholders and their 
stainless steel nibs. Recently 75 of 
the largest postoffices in London were 
supplied with 1900 penholders and 
9000 points. At the end of the month 
all that remained were 700 holders 
and 1800 nibs. One office managed to 
keep its total supply. It did because 
—well they were chained down. 


The fact is not generally known 
that George Washington’s family 
never lived in the White House. The 
first mistress of the White House 
was Abigail Smith Adams, wife of 
President Adams. When she and the 
President moved into the White 
House as its first tenants, no single 
apartment had been finished, and she 
wrote about using the “great audi- 
ence room” as a place to hang the 
family washing. 


It has been mentioned quite often 
that our great wars have been fol- 
lowed in a few years by periods of 








financial panic and business depres- 
sion. It might be possible to make 
out such a case, if too close associa- 
tiun of dates is not insisted upon. The 
country’s first great business panic 
was that of the year 1818, following 
our second war with England. Great- 
est of all American panics up to the 
time of the recent depression was 
that of 18837 — but that came BE- 
FORE our war with Mexico, not af- 
ter it. Eight years after the Civil 
war came the panic of 1873. About 
four years after our war with Spain 
came the panic of 1903, which lasted 
four or five years. The recent Great 
Depression, from which the nation 
is now emerging, began about I1 
years after the end of the World 
War. 


As administration banking author- 
ities chartered plans to offset effects 
of foreign capital inflows on domes- 
tie credit, Commerce Department es- 
timates indicated today that foreign 
holdings in this country now total 
more than $7,200,000,000. Indicating 
a capital inflow of about $1,000,000,- 
000 this year, the estimate followed 
a Federal Reserve Board statement 
a short while ago that it was consid- 
ering taking action to reduce excess 
bank reserves. 


The Veery is the State bird of 
Massachusetts by popular consent, 
says the National Association of Au- 
dubon Societies, although the State 
Tireiclature voted it down on the 


grounds that it went to Florida for } 


the winter. The Veery is a thrush. 
It is a light tawny brown above 
and pale buff below, rather in- 
distinctly spotted with brown and 
grayish white on the sides. It is 
sometimes called Wilson’s thrush. 

Strange as it may seem the Ger- 
man paper mark was officially estab- 
lished in Berlin at 520 billion to the 
dollar during the year 1925.

last month. As to its present use by 
cowboys and others, it is probably 
just a noise, like “whoopee” which it 
has succeeded.

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The peasant’s calender in the re-_ 
moter valleys of Tirol is full of oc- 
cult observances which can be 
lated only to unextinguished pagan — 
cults; and these persist, indeed to the 
very threshold of the supreme Christ- 
ian festival. For even upon Christ- 
mas eve, in certain villages, a chosen 
member of each peasant’s household 
proceds to ‘feed the four elements,” 
as they term it. He throws a hand- 
ful of flour into the air, hides some 
foodstuff in the hard earth, and feeds 
with corn or maize the fire in the kit- 
chen and the well by the door. So 
that now, all the four elements being 
appeased, they will deal kindly with 
cattle and grain and roots during the 
perilous progress of the year. 

But upon Christmas day the spirit 
of their folklore is subdued to the na- 
ture and quality of the event it cele- 
brates. There is a tenderness and 
holy awe about their beliefs and prac- 
tices. Between the hours of eleven 
and twelve, moreover, the cattle in 
the cattle sheds go down upon their 
knees and utter words like human 
words, in memory of the privilage 
once conferred on them. 

Yet it is a curious fact that in 
the most sequesterde villages of what 
might be termed Etruscan Tirol 
there are certain old men of incalcu-

Old Christmas the observance of the 
Yuletide in Italy is of a religious 
nature. But on the Eve of Epiphany 
it is different. Some have adopted 
the modern custom of hanging up 
their stockings but thers _ still 
place their shoes on the hearth. On 
this night La Befano is supposed to 
come. LaBefano is supposed to be a 
woman, and not “a right jolly old 
self,”either. She is said to possess a 
stern nature and a rather forbidding 
appearance. On Twelfth Night, or 
the Eve of Epiphany as it is known 
in Italy, she entered through the 
chimney and into the room where the 
stockings were hung. She carried a 
cane in one hand and a bell in the 
other. With the bell she announced 
her arrival. Thus it was that many 
little children in Italy would hear a 
bell ringing on the Eve ofEpiphany 
and would be told to “hurry off to 
sleep before Befana comes’!’ In the 
stockings of the good little boys and 
girls she would put gifts that satis- 
fied their heart’s desires .But in the 
stockings of bad ones only bags of 
ashes! A hurried scramble early in 
the morning of Epiphany proved 
to the children whether their con- 
duct had been approved of or disap- 
proved by the all wise Befana.

Christmas is the 
feast of children. 
To celebrate it with 
full zest,one must be 
tinged with the spirit 
of childhood. To 
understand it one 
must know  some- 
thing, of the child- 
hood of the race. 
While it seems fairly certain that the 
birth of Christ must have been ce- 
lebrated by the Church from earliest 
times, the first historical mention, 
which we have of a celebration of 
Christmas on the twenty-fifth of Dec- 
ember is of that occurring at Rome 
in about the middle of the fourth 
century. TheCouncil of Tours estab- 
lished the twelve days betwen Christ- 
mas Eve and the Epiphany as a 
season of rejoicing and festivity. 
There were already known to the 
Western world several well establish- 
ed festivals dedicated to pagan prac- 
tices and dear to the hearts of the 
people cannot be easily uprooted. 


. The Roman/’s Saturnalia has been 
too long a byword in our language 
to need much explanation. It was 
a season of revelry and license, accom 
panied by observances which were 
closely identified with the figure of 
Mithra. 


Among ethese observances was the 
custom of holding a fair for the 
sale of small clay images or dolls 
to be given away as charms to in- 
sure the return of the sun’s power 
- a custom which may or may not 
be connected with the giving of gifts 
on Christmas Day. Rome crowned 
her heroes with laurel and _ filled 
her dwellings on days of festival 
with ivy, bays, and fresh green 
trees. Evidences are many of the 


sacredness of holly both in Britian | 
and in the German countries where | 


it is used for purposes of divination 
and as 


Era its thorns and bloodred berries 
became incorporated in the Christ- 
mas derorations as symbols of the 
Passion of Christ. 


Mistletoe, until recently frowned 
on by the church, has, nevertheless. 
a very special place in all Christ- 
mas decorations. Its use is asso- 
ciated with both Celtic ritual and 


Teutonic myth. The Druids believed | 


it to contain the seat of life of the 
oak on which it grew and held it 
sacred above all plants. The mistletoe 
was believed to be a remedy against 
poison and to make barren animals 


_ fruitful. The relation which all this 


ie © 


-— 


may have borne to the English cus- 


tom of kissing beneath the mistletoa 


is more or less obscure. In England 
in the old days, the maiden who was 
not kissed at least once during the 
Christmas season had no _ chance 
of being married during the year. 
A large bunch of the sacred plant 


‘was hung in a conspicuous place in 


every house, and a berry pulled 
each time a kiss was given. When 
there were no longer any berries 
no more kisses were allowed. 


In the Teutonic myth, mistletoe 
plays an important part, having been 
considered the instrument by which 
the death of Bolden, god of the sun, 
was accomplished. 


From worship of Bolden and the 
ancient Aryan licht religion, we have

inherited some of 
the most beautiful 
customs associa'ted 
with the Christmas 
season. The Christ- 
mas tree is believed 
to have been a des- 
cendent of Yegdrosil 
giant world ash, in 
whose branches were

steries of being and nonbeing. At its 
base coiled Nithhogga, dragon of 
destruction.

5000 Germans arrived in Spain to re- 
enforce the insurgent troops,now hard 
pressed before Madrid. The German 
government mildly declared that the 
men were volunteers and were there 
on their own account. It is well to 
note that they are trained soldiers. 
Soldiers, planes, aviators and war 
supplies come from Russia. Also 
“volunteers” are arriving from 
France. Italy has furnished air- 
planes and aviators in large numbers 
to the rebels.

The 
plain inference is that America is 
not able to provide all its people 
with food. England according to the 
Nazi propagandist, is in the same 
rosition ,and tear-compelling stories 
of terrible poverty in England, with 
persons dying from starvation, are 
printed. Even France suffers from 
lack of enough food, so the Germans 
say. But no such fate awaits Ger- 
many. 


In fact, the Nazi decree admits no 
real shortage of necesaries, but 
curbs the sale of imported “luxury” 
foods, which the Nazi leaders find 
A Spartan diet is 
deemed necessary, and they call it 
a return to a natural and healthy 
diet. Food prices in Berlin at pre- 
sent are double those of New York 
for meats, while other food, such as 
poultry, eggs, butter, etc. are 50 
per cent higher. Therefore, the re- 
turn to a very simple fare. Money 
is needed for war suvplies. That 
comes first. 

The medical profession in England 
will probably lose no time attacking 
the epidemic of the four-day flu now 


rampant there from the research 
angle well as the matter of im- 
mediate relief and _ cure. The 


frightful epidemic of 1918 was said 
to have reached these shores from 
Spain and created a havoe which 
left its mark on our population It 
hapyens to be a fortunate accident 
that the species of flu or influenza 
in England right now is not the 
type which affected the life and 
health of the peoples of two contin- 
ents 18 years ago. England, at this 
moment, is said to have 1,000,000 
cases and this ought to serve as a 
warning that incoming’ passenger 
ships, as far as possible, be subjec- 
ted to whatever medical and sani- 
tation methods are helpful to mini- 
mize the danger. 

One of the aims of the Soviet five- 
year plan was to over take and sur- 
pass America in industry. That 
makes the observations of its im- 
portant Heavy Industre Congress at 
Moscow interesting today. There 
was no claim that Russia was near- 
ing American efficiency. Instead 
of looking into the future, the Russ- 
ian engineers, seemingly somewhat 
puzzled, studied the years just pass- 
ed. They found that the same me- 
chanical plant in the United States 
will produce seven to nine times 
more than their own plant with the 
same amount of hired hands. It is 
not so easy to duplicate the Amer- 
ican workman.

LETTER FROM FRANCE 


The following letter was received 
from Ecole Du Montcel, Jouy-en 
Josas, France. This school expresses 
a desire to exchange with our paper. 
We printed this letter because we 
thought it would interest you to 
see to what different countries the 
Register is sent. Besides this ex- 
change, we have exchanges with a 
school in Nenance Alaska,and two 
with schools in Honolulu, Hawaii, 
but I should not take up space here 
so refer you to the exchange notes. 
Dear Sir: 


Thank you for your Thanksgiving 
number of the Register. I was cu- 
rious to know how you got our ad- 
dress. 


Under separate cover, I am send- 
ing you a copy of our termly paper 
“Anciens et Nouveaux du Montcel”’. 
As you will see, our publication dif- 
fers from yours, and, to my mind 
you have the advantage over us, for, 
as far as I can gather from your 
columns, these are written by stu- 
dents, whereas our articles are, with 
two or three exceptions only, contri- 
buted by the faculty. 


You may be interested in knowing 
what the Montcel, our school, is, 
how we live, and how we work and 
play. 

The school, a print of the main 
building of which is given good 
space on the front cover of the mag- 
azine, has an enrollment of approxi- 
mately 100 (one hundred ) all 
boarders. 


We prepare for entrance to the 
French Universities, a fairly stiff 
exam and the ages of our boys run 
fromroetowl6;, £7 
riculum is, as I said a stiff one. 
Working hours are from 8:30 to 12, 
from 38 to 4, from 4:30 to 7:15. 

Besides these official hours, the 
boys of the two top class work in 
their rooms after dinner. 


All boys take the same subjects, 
either classical or modern, i. e. Class- 
ical: Latin, Maths. Physics, Chemis- 
try, French lit., one foreign language 
History and Geography Modern: same 
schedule, minus Latin, plus an extra 
foreign. Below these Physics and 
chemistry bv (8rd.)anatomy, (4th.) 
Geology, (5th.) Botany, 6th.) 
General natural history. 


We manage, however, to fit in 
athletics, which is somewhat excep- 
tional in French schools. There are 
games every afternoon, principally 
field hockey and basket-ball. And 
then in the evenings, after dinner, 
there are different activities, such 
as debating society, ping-pong tour- 
naments. checker tournaments etc. 
So you can imagine that both pupils 
and resident masters, of whom there 
are seven, have a busy life! 

We would be very glad to receive 
your paper regularly, and propose 
sending you the Montcel magazine 
in exchange, should you find it of 
any interest.

Whenever anyone thinks of Gandhi, 
he thinks of Mahatma Gandhi, the 
name under which the famed Indian 
leader has become so widely known. 
But Gandhi himself is now publicly 
disowning this title, declaring that 
he has no right to the honor. The 
title really means highminded or 
great souled. Before this, it has been 
considered an insult to leave the title 
off in the case of Gandhi, but the mo- 
dest man apparentlly believes in re- 
moving the title himself. Title or 
not, he is certainly one of the most 
noted leaders of his time. 


Just 150 years on Christmas morn- | 
ing, Daniel Shays. a veteran of the 
Battle of Bunker Hill, at the head 
of a thousand men, started out to | 
overthrow established conditions in | 
the Bay State by force of arms. The 
State raised and equipped an army of 
4000 men, under command of General | 
Lincoln to appose the Shays who at- 
tacked the arsenal at Springfield in | 
January, and shots were exchanged. 
He fled to Vermont and afterwards 
to New York and later received a | 
pardon and was given a pension for | 
his services in the American Revolu- | 
tion. Some of the things which | 
Shays and his rebellious army at- 
tempted to win were the removal of | 
the State Capital from Boston, and | 
the issuance of a great quantity of | 
paper “money” by the State. All | 
this is of special interest today not | 
merely because this is the 150th an- 
niversary of Shays Rebellion, but | 
more particularly because the name 


of Shays is being given to a beau- 
tiful new State highway which is 
being constructed. It is being built 


_ in connection with the reservoir up- 
| state, which is to supply water for 


Boston and the Metropolitan district. 
Much will be heard about this Shays 
Highway in the near future. 


_ The new president of Cuba will find 
it quite difficult to get any work to 
The army has taken over all the 
functions of the department of labor, 
education, health, public works and 
interior. Colonel Batista is now 
reaching out for the dictatorship of 
the entire economic set-up of the na- 
tion. The Cuban Congress is no 
more than a rubber stamp. The Col- 
onel now has an army of 22,000 men 
with a military reserve of 40,000 
more. During the days of Machado’s 


_ iron rule there were but 8,000 men 


in the army. A job in the Cuban 
army today is one of the best in the 
country. All the men and officers 
have high pay, marvelous quarters, 
and the very best of food. No sold- 
iers in the world are treated with 
such great consideration as in Cuba. 
As they naturally want to keep these 
luxuries the revolting of the people 
is impossible. But the people of 
Cuba are paying heavily. 


Dictators tell their hungry, depress- 
ed people “We must have more land 
and more room to live.” That is 
their excuse for conquest. It is bad 
enough now, with only three count- 
ries threatening to “blow up” if they 
can’t expand. But suppose the hord- 
es in India and China demand room 
to s-vread out. 


The last resting place of the ill- | 


fated submarine, S-4 is at the bottom 
of the Pacific, an unmarked grave in 
mid-ocean. Under fathoms of water 
she will remain undisturbed through 
the years, but whenever men talk of 
submarines she will be remembered 
because of the December of 1927 
when she carried 40 men to the 
ocean floor off Provincetown and to 
a horrible death, after colliding 
with a coast guard vessel. Her men 
were dead when she was brought to 
the surface, but she remained long 
enough in commission to serve as a 
craft of experiment. Under condi- 
tions like those of Dec. 17, 1927, 40 


| men could be saved today through 


the developments of safety devices 
perfected because of her fatal 
plunge. 


As many know the United States 
Marines have as their motto “Semper 
Fidelis”, many do not know its sig- 
nificance. The Marines are given 
the motto which translated, means 
“Always Faithful”, in recognition 
of the historic fact that there never 
has been any semblance of a mutiny 
of any sort or in the Marine Corps.

CHEMISTRY CLUB ON SERIES OF VISITS TO LOCAL FIRMS 





On Thursday, March 11th, the 
chemistry club under the leadership of 
Mr McKenna, visited Arthur D. Little 
Co. Inc., analytical chemists. As we 
entered the large stone building we 
were conducted to a display room. 
There we met our guide who explain- 
ed to us all of the various details of 
the complicated apparatus we en- 
countered. In the display room were 
many exhibits. showing the work 
that A.D. Little has done for its cli- 
ents. For example, putting an odor 
in Lux flakes that would not fade 
after long standing on shelves. As 


handkerchief made of nothing but 
glass. It looked as if it were made 
of the finest linen, and most astound- 
ing of all it is said to be just as soft 
and pliant as linen. In another cor- 
ner we saw an old saying literally 
ground in the dust. “You can’t make 
a silk purse out of a sow’s ear” have 
been the words of many a man. We 
saw the silk purse that couldn’t be 
made. Perhaps it required more than 
one ear, but nevertheless there it was 
to behold.

To the 
right through the swinging doors 
could be observed two rooms, one 
for weighing substances and the other 
for titration. Along the corridor lin- 
ing the sides, are small laboratories, 
most of them in constant use. 


To the next floor, and here we were 
greeted by the same sort of corridor. 
To our right and at the end was a 
large reference library. The fact 
that Mr. McKenna has been stressing 
to his classes was emphasized by our 
guide. Namely, that most chemical 
research is done in the libraries and 
not in the laboratory. In one section 
of the library was a large machine 
in a black mettle case, On the front 
of the case was a glass screen, which 
would light up when the proper but- 
ton was pushed.

NEW ORGAN 70 BE 
READY FOR OUR 
MUSICAL, EVENING 


The organ, now being installed in 
the auditorium, may be ready in time 
for the musie festival, which will be 
held in the latter part of May. How- 
ever anything might happen to delay 
the installation. 

The organ is not the organ which 
Harvard College gave to the city 
four years ago. The cost of install- 
ation of the Harvard organ, which 
ran well into figures, could not be 
raised. Not wishing to see the organ 
wasted, Harvard took it back. 

Mr. Walter F. Shaw, who was to 
have installed the organ, stepped in 
and offered to trade an organ that 
he had for the Harvard gift, offering 
also to install his organ free of any 
charge. The city accepted this~gen- 
erous proposition. Now the city has 
an orchestral organ which is being 
installed free, and Mr. Shaw has the 
Harvard organ, which is a church 
organ, and the job of installing the 
city’s organ. The cost of ‘the insvall- 
ation to Mr. Shaw will be $2500, and 
the cost to the city will be $178, the 
cost of breaking down part of the 
walls of the organ rooms (the rooms 
behind the stage on the third floor.) 

The organ in Rindge is a Wurlit- 
zer orchestral organ. The differ- 
ence between an orchestral organ and 
a church organ is that a church or- 
gan, being built for playing hymns 
and the like, is less brilliant in tone 
and has few or none of the orchest- 
ral effects that an orchestral organ 
has. An orchestral organ is built 
for concert use and is used in halls, 
schools, ete. 

The Wurlitzer organ has two man- 
uals of sixty-one keys each, and a 
pedal keyboard of thirty-two keys. 
In addition, the tone of each note 
may be changed by means of stops 
of which there are forty-seven. These 
stops imitate such instruments as 
violins, violoncellos, bass tubas, clar- 
inets, horns, oboes, and many others 
and they also create tones which are 
peculiar to organs only. There are 
also a set of twenty-five chimes, which 
are struck by electrically operated 
hammers, bells of all descriptions, a 
kettle drum, a bass drum, a snare or 
trap drum, a pair of cymbals, a crash 
cymbal, a glockenspiel, and a triangle 
all in one of the organ chambers. 
There are five hundred and sixty- 
seven speaking pipes, or pipes that 
actually play the notes. The sixteen 
foot speaking pipes had to be doubled 
upon themselves by means of miter 
joints, in order that they might fit 
the eleven-foot organ chambers. 

There are a hundred feet of twelve- 
inch galvanized iron pipe connecting 
the blower in the basement of the 
building to the organ chambers, and 
fifty-five feet of ten inch pipe in the 
room themselves. Twelve ten inch 
elbows, ten twelve-inch elbows, and 
a twelve by twelve by ten tee are 
used in the air system. Also, there 
is a twelve to ten inch reducer half 
way across the ceiling of the stage.

monarch. Now we find Hitler in 
command. We see Italy ruled by 
one man. We see Russia proceed- | 


ing under a stronger autocracy than 
that of the Czars. Whatever we was- 
ted our men and munitions for in 
that period in 1917 and 1918 seems 
to be lost in many countries. Ano- 
ther principle for which we entered 
the war was that of peace. We want 
to make sure that there will be No 
More War. 

The Emperor, Kong Teh, of the 
puppet empire of Manchuckuo has no 
heirs and his brother, Prince Pu Chi- 
eh, has been named the successor to 
the throne by the Japanese. The 
Prince was married some time ago 
to a Japanese girl. It is significant 
that this marriage was made with a 
commoner. Even the Japanese who 
arranged the wedding did not con- 
sider that the future occupant of the 
orchid throne should be wedded to 
royal blood. It shows that as a fi- 
gure-head the Manchukuoan royal 





family does not command too much | 


attention. 
A survivor of that greatest of sea 
twenty-five years ago last month, re- 


tragedies, the sinking of the Titanic, | 


calls the torrent of criticism which 
descended on the heads of the men 
who were rescued. He declares that 
many never recovered from _ it.

But the men 
passengers who were saved had no- 
thing to apologise for. The Titanic 
story is still, to the minds of news- 
paper men, the greatest story of the 
century(except the war), even ex- 
ceeding in dramatic interest the 
Some of the men felt 
of King Edward. 

The assassination President 
Lincoln, seventy-two years ago, 
was of such sensational importance 
that one is apt to overlook other ev- 
ents of lat terrible day. Pictures 
of the scene in the theater show the 
assassin waving a knife, although 
he had used a pistol in his attack on 
the President. This is not a mistake 
of the artist, but is explained by the 
fact that after the pistol shot had 
been fired, the assailant had used a 
dirk to stab Major Rathbone who 
was with the Presidential party. 

At the same time that Lincoln was 
being attacked, another would be 
assassin entered the chamber of 
Secretary of State Seward who was 
stabbed several times but not fatally. 
Mr. Seward’s son and _ three others 
received wounds. Other high public 
officials had been marked for death 
at the same time but fortunately 
escaped. 

After the death of Lincoln, Andrew 
Johnson, a Democrat, who had been 
elected Vice President with Lincoln 
on a Union ticket, thereupon became 
President. It is frequently said that 
Grover Cleveland was the first Dem- 
ocrat who served as President since 
the Civil war but such is not a fact. 
When Johnson was nominated for 
Vice-President on the ticket with 
Lincoln he denied any departure 
from his principles as a Democrat, 
in his letter of acceptance. 

Shells left more than twenty ye- 
ars ago during the World War cost 
the lives of two Groizia farmers in 
Italy last month. They accidentally 
discharged the shells while digging 
in their fields where Italy and Aus- 
tria-Hungary battled in the 
War.

overcoat pocket, where I almost 
smothered. When he reached home 
he threw me on a dirty old table, 
where [I lay for three whole weeks, 
until a small boy, obviously the 
man’s son, picked me up and took 
me to school with him. 

“There, I spent the happiest days 
of my life. How joyous I was, 
placed among the other b@ks of dis- 
tiction, two of them being geography 
and a history, who later became 
great friends of mine. My pleasure, 
however, did not last long, for, a- 
bout three months later, on inspection 
day, I was, during the confusion, 
carelessly dropped into a wastepaper 
basket and later emptied into an ash 
barrel.” 

“IT remained in it for four days. 
Then came the closest call. The ash 
collector, upon seeing me, didn’t 
even pick me up, but instead, he 
dumped me into the ash truck a- 
mongst all the refuse.

A large percentage of the rubber 
used here is rubber reclaimed from 
old tires, tubes and varies vulcanized 
rubber articles. It was not an uncom- 
mon sight to see large quantities of 
unfinished rubber products being put 
into waste-baskets to be remade. Any 
time the products are not up to speci- 
fication they cannot be sent out as 
finished goods.
